PERFECTING A WONDERFUL ST .STEM—“PLANS OF 
TUE WESTERN UNION TELEGRAPH COMPANY. 
From the New York Evening Tost. 
As the country has increased in wealth uml 
population, and the most distant parts liar 
been brought into communication with each 
oilier, by rail and telegraph, the need of an 
accurate, uniform public time has constantly 
become more apparent. 
The work of secur­ 
ing this was lately undertaken by the manager 
of tho Western Union telegraph company, mid 
their efforts appear certain to remit iii coni 
pieto succoss. 
Mr. Orton, the president of the company, 
Gen. Eckert, the general superintendent of 
the eastern division, and Mr. Brown, tho man­ 
ager of the odices in this city, were question 
cd recently in regard to the system. 
Mr. Or­ 
ton thought thai It would be of grout benefit 
to the whole traveling public, although origin­ 
ally undertaken for the advantage of the com­ 
pany alone. 
The details of the plan were arranged by 
Gen. Eckert, Mr. Brown and Mr. Hinchntan, 
tho superintendent of the first district, with 
Prof. llarknsss and others connected with the 
National Observatory in Washington. 
This is 
said to bo the only place of the kind in the 
country where absolutely correct time is ob­ 
tained, as no otner has been fitted up with tho 
requisite instruments and appliances ou such 
an elaborate and costly scale. 
Tin* groat 
clock hero, alone, was constructed at an ox- 
lioriso of $ 10,000 in gold. 


HOW THE WORK IS PERI OUM til. 


To form the connection bein cen tho observ­ 
atory aud the principal olllce of Hic telegraph 
company in this city, a cup of vulcanized rub­ 
ber was placed beneath the pendulum of tho 
observatory clock, supporting, upon a little 
iron stand in Hie centre, a globule of mercury. 
This is so near the bottom of the pendulum 
that tim latter just grazes the mercury as it 
swings above it in Hie centre of its arc. 
A 
wire extends from the bottom of the cup to a 
battery in the observatory, while another wire 
from the top of tho pendulum connects with 
au electric Ik-11 in the telegraph office in this 
city. 
The time is received here at noon iii the 
following manner, the difference in time be­ 
tween tile two cities being twelve minutes and 
twelve second?. 
At two minutes before 12 o’clock iii Wash­ 
ington, all badness having been suspended on 
one of the wires extending to New York, tho 
wire which connects with the bullety is joined 
to the cu)) at the bottom of Hie pendulum, thus 
forming a complete circuit whenever the pen­ 
dulum, ut the interval of one second, touches 
the bait of mercury. 
Tim seconds are thus in­ 
dicated on the electrical bell in the office bere, 
winch is placed in front of a chronometer, so 
that any variation or tho latter is observable by 
comparing the vibration of its |>cnduluin with 
the strokes on the bell. 
Two of these strokes 
are ma leat exactly noon in Washington, and 
they arc continued for sixty seconds thereafter. 
Tim clock in this city is run by New York time, 
that is to say, it is kept twelve minutes and 
twelve seconds faster than the clock in Hie 
observatory. 
The clock in the cilice bere i.- now gaining 
about a quarter of a second per day. 
ainee 
the system was put into operation on Hie 21st 
of June, its daily variations from Washington 
time have averaged barely half a second. The 
present workings of the plan are considered 
simply as exi>erimeuL,, and when all the a r­ 
rangement'. are perfected it Is believed that 
there will tie no variation whatever. 
The wire by which tho time is communicated 
from Washington is used for ordinary lni?lito«?, 
except tor ii few minutes at midday. 
As no machinery is perfect, a device Urns been 
introduced by which the chronometer in this 
city is regulated automatically. 
Attached lo 
the bottom of the |w*iiilu!uin arx* two steel rods, 
which pass, ut each vibration, into the centre 
of u coll of tine wire on either side. 
Tlx-se 
Coils are magnets, which, completing the cir­ 
cuit with the clock at the obsm utory, basten 
or retard the movements of the i>entlulum, so 
as to tender it uniform with the dock iii Wash­ 
ington. 


EXTt'N-lo*. o r Till: SYSTEM. 
It is d eigned to have clocks iii the d.-pon 
of the leading railway tin s in Hie principal 
Cities, to Ik1 regulat- d by the clock iii Hic Wes­ 
tern Union office, as that is regulated from 
Washington, thus securing a uniform public 
lime. 
From them connections will be made 
with the mailer towns along the tine, either 
iii Hie same way or by dials oj>erated by elec­ 
tric magnets. 


Mr. Olton said thai it «.is -tilt a question 
whether Wa-Ulngtuu or New Y’ork time would 
t>c furnished to the railways iii this manner.— 
Many of the eastern railways are already run 
on New York time, which is also general as 
fur west as Bud,do. 
There is great variation, 
however, showing Hie necessity of some uni­ 
form standard. 
A traveler coming from Bos­ 
ton to this city goes tty Boston time to Spring­ 
field, and thence by New York. 
At tho G rind 
Central depot, it is mid, some trains leave on 
New York lime, aud others by Albany, so 
that travelers are likely to make -orion* mis­ 
take,. 


CLOCKS .-I10WI NO LM ll BUE TIME. 


Two -et? of hands will be attached to the 
regulated docks, operated by the Fame move­ 
ment, and indicating at once the standard 
and the local lime. 
A clock of this kind was 
lately put in the telegraph office at Port Has­ 
tings, Cape Breton, the terminus of the Wes­ 
tern Union hue, which shows at a glance Hie 
difference of fifty minutes, ten seconds and 
fourteen-sixtieths of a second lietwcen that 
time and Hie New York. 
A costly clock is now on its wuy from Eng­ 
land to lie placed at the terminus of the 
t rench cable in Duxbury, Mass. 
Tins has a 
double set of hands, and will show, for the 
first time in this country, the time of Wash­ 
ington aud Greenwich together. 
Tile Wash­ 
ington trine wilt be furnished from the tele­ 
graph office in this city, w hile the Greenwich 
time will Ire sent by cable. 
The ditlert nee of 
time I Art ween this city and Duxbury is some 
twelve minutes. 


A KEH AUK ABEE INVENTION. 


In this connection may be mentioned a re­ 
markable machine for use iii all cases where 
time is to be recorded for reference, w hich lias 
just I xvii introduced in the Western Union of­ 
fices. 
It is the invention of Mr. Htncjiman, 
end was contrived originally to meet a want 
of Hie company. 


Owing to a difference to docks it was found 
that much inaccuracy occurred in recording 
the time when mess ages were received in the 
operating rooms above. 
To remedy this Mr. 
Hindiinan designed an electric dial, behind 
which Is a combination of electric machinery, 
connecting with a small battery and with a 
stamp of the form used in cancelling receipts, 
etc. 
Tim whole is ubont Hie size of an ordi­ 
nary mantel clcok. 
Acting automatically,the 
machine turns four metal wheel*, u|K>n which 
are cut letters and figures. 
One bears the 
names of the months, the second figures for 
the day of Hie month, the third figures for Hie 
year, and the fourth figures for the hour and 
minute. 
A small pillar bears upon its apex 
the letters A. M. and P. M., changing its po­ 
sition at noon mid midnight. 
When a slip of paper is at auy time placed 
beneath.the stamp and the handle pressed 
down, the year, month, day, hour and min­ 


ute are instantly aud clearly printed. 
The 
telegraph company uses this for stamping its 
messages, but it can be made available for 
many oilier purposes. 
It can be used by 
bankers and brokers for stamping checks; by 
persons who record tho’time when trains ar­ 
rive or leave railway stations, and by watch­ 
men, to show that they have been on duty at 
various times during the night. 
In newspap­ 
er offices, it is said, its use will tie found ud. 
vanfageotui iu showing the time when messa­ 
ges were received at the telegraph office, so 
Hint the blame for any delay can be placed 
where it properly belong*. 
Ii cannot be tam ­ 
pered with so as to give other than tho accu­ 
rate time, and need? no regulation of any de­ 
scription.

chief,and every passenger excited, the wheels 
spinning round with lig h tin g speed,—this 
was altogether the biggest race I ever partici­ 
pated in; and when we drew up at the station 
just a little ubertl of the train on the other 
side,we owned land in every county in the 
state, and after removing a large and varied 
collection'of cinders from our eyes we gazed 
upon the landscape with satisfaction and con­ 
tent.

It has some large 
establishments,a number of railways,aud first- 
class hotels, in which at present a great many 
Southerners are stopping, enjoying the Min­ 
nesota air, which is simply deliciquy.

there isn't near enough of St. Paul to satisfy 
our expectations. 
Still ii is growing fast. 
and when its numerous railroads are fully iii 
operation it will lie a largo city. 
It does a 
considerable business iii Indian articles, which 
are made by tho Chippewas and by the Sioux 
the latter in Dakota Territory, sixty miles and 
more awny. 
Hie dealers ask high prices, ai 
though they get them at cheap rates. 
For 
nearly everything five dollars is asked, except 
liows aud arrows, medicine charms and birch 
bark canoes. 
Pipes cost from live to fifteen 
del hire, while a handsome scalp, nicely tanned 
and arranged to hang gracefully from a lady’s 
belt eau lie bought for a half-eagle. 
As cadi 
has a good lot of coal black hair Hic price is 
lcssthan that of a good switch. But Lo is go­ 
ing West, though lie don’t appear lo grow up 
with the country. 
Scarce twelve years have

exactly calculated to scoop up the earnings of 
those who cannot throw their money away, 
and yet who cannot resist the temptation.” 
The Republican has its eyes open to a preva­ 
lent evil, 
and one which, 
with other vile 
practices among “professional” turfmen, is 
fast throwing into disrepute the trotting 
meetings so numerous at this season. 
Re­ 
spectable people will soon learn to shun the 
race course unless these gambling practices 
are stopped. 


N ew ‘'.Strikes” in Oil. 
Now that coal ¡3 going up it should cheer 
the heart of the housekeeper to know that pe­ 
troleum is likely to go down. 
After a tempo­ 
rary rest the oil wells of Pennsylvania are on 
tap again. 
“IDry-holes" are flowing freely 
one more, new “ strikes” are made almost 
daily and the excitement for speculating in 
oil bids fair to rival that of 1861 aud 1865. 
Keroseue, split up like the asteroids, forms our 
domestic stars. 
The once popular tallow-dip

scion of the Kings of Grease slips into the va­ 
cant place. 
Speculators arc born and then 
they lose money and kill themselves, but oil 
flows on forever. 


.H alt. Carpenter. 
The Chicago Times gives a graphic but al­ 
together unquotable pcn-picture of the moral 
character of the Senator from Wisconsin. 
If 
half is true that is alleged Carpenter pollutes 
his official position and should be outlawed by 
decent society. 
We pass no judgment upon 
him. because a deliberate condemnation of any 
man in those aspects of his character which 
are vital, is much too serious a matter to base 
on heresay evidence. 
But, on the other hand, 
if the Senator is slandered al al! by these cur­ 
rent charges he is belied to a degree which 
would surely bring forth from any honest and 
good man the most emphatic denial of which 
words arc capable.

The sense of shame and ill-desert involved 
in this Is exquisite. 
Nothing better in its way

Yet there is no hy­ 
pocrisy alrout it. 
Texas feels disgraced by 
the back-pay business, and from her far pam­ 
pas comes this voice of woe. 
The pleasant

heard in Texas, and once in a while antagon­ 
istic ranchmen have stampeded each other’s 
live stock, but stealing, thank goodness, that 
was never a Texan weakness.

its dissecting table the defenceless reputations 
of half a dozen of the most renowned humor­ 
ists of recent years, aud cut them up to find 
the hidden springs. 
After a careful aud un­ 
flinching operation it formulates the rc3ult in 
a clear and capitally written article in its Issue 
of Wednesday. 
Contrary to what we believe 
would liave been the general but superficial 
opinion, the Eagle accords to the late Artemas 
Ward a first-class niche in the temple of 
Ilumor.

is a magnifying irlass. 
He lives upon exag­ 
gerations. 
His grotesque is the Specter of the 
Brocken come again; it is an antic shadow on 
the mist. 
Harte is funny on a basis of consis­ 
tency aud sense, “ brief, colloquial, graphic, 
simple,” and using but little or no slang. 
Enough of aunlysis. 
Let these joking gentle­ 
men go on and make us laugh. 
As long as 
ridicule shoots no poisoned arrows, it is one 
of the best reformers. 
And us long as wit 
leaves no rankling sting behind, it is a friend 
of longevity and the eñemy of the devil. 
While this genial quartette, albeit one is dead, 
continues to soften life with laughter, 
‘•The night shall be filled with muaic, 
AnJ the tares that infest the day 
Shall fold their tents, like the Arabs, 
Aud us silently steal away.”

As we passed through Milwaukee at 1 
o’clock in the morning my observations from 
the railroad platform were not extensive. 
The huge elevators and breweries loomed up 
with immense proportions, 
and a forest ol 
masts lined the shore, but beyond that tbe 
city did not reveal Itself. 
A few touching 
words of welcome were spoken with thrilling 
pathos in a very polyglot way by a solitary 
omnibus driver. 
His address to the Swedes 
was a little obscure, but his words in Italia» 
were in the highest degree appropriate, while 
his German was faultless. 
It is an indication 
of the prodigality of Western resources that 
even an ( muibus driver is expected to have 
the lingual accomplishments of a professor of 
languages. 
Through Wisconsin the country is not 
specially attractive, excepting for fifty miles 
near Portage, 
where the f;nners seem to 
have captured a slice of Paradis?. 
Beyond 
Portage there rise here and there from the 
level of the prairie most curious piles of sand­ 
stone, occasionally capped with limestone. 
The sides are perpendicular, and sometimes 
oí odd and even grotesque shapes. 
They in­ 
variably prove a surprise to the traveler, as 
they have no connection with any range, 
and he flnds his sentiments fully expressed by 
one of the lady occupants of our car, who 
inquired of passengers— “ Where did them air 
rocks come from, anyway ?” 
At a small station beyond Portage we 
caught our first glimpse at the Noble Red 
Man. 
The inhabitants of this section use the 
title lie has been unintentionally given by 
the poet, aud he is pointed out to you thus— 
“There’s a L o !” 
The two Indians and one 
squaw in our first group deigned not a single 
glance at our train, but continued their ab­ 
sorbed perusal of a huge menagerie poster. 
The chiefs had their blankets drawn around 
them in the most dignified fashion. 
Wheu 
they had finished smoking they stuck their 
pipes in their long hair, 
and stalked to a 
saloon, 
while the squaw followed meekly 
after. 
We caught our first glim pse of tbe Missis­ 
sippi at Trempealeau, and traveled for a long 
distance near it and for some time upon its 
bank. 
The Father of Waters i~ not attrac­ 
tive, but along Lake Pepin, a broad enlarge­ 
ment of the river, the scenery is very One. 
It 
does not rise to the bounty of our Hudson* 
and the banks are as raw as a newly excava­ 
ted railroad cutting, but the bluffs are pretty, 
while many novel conformations of hill aud 
vale arc presented. 
Just oat of Winona two railroads run parallel 
for five miles, and as our traiu passed out the 
train on the other was ready, and as we had 
about got up to the regular speed it rushed 
up and passed. 
This roused our engineer 
aud lie put on steam, whereupon our locomo­ 
tive got just enough ahead 
to bring the 
the bulk of the train parallel with the other. 
And then we had a race! 
Talk about Gold­ 
smith Maid and Dexter,. Harry Basset 
or 
Spingbok, or fast steamboats, they get up a 
tamo display beside a locomotive race. 
Side 
by side, a biscuii-toss apart, rushed thetiains, 
the locoinotive3 snorting, whistles blowing, 
bells ringing, the platforms filled with passen­ 
gers cheering,every window waving a handker­ 
chief,and every passenger excited, the wheels 
spinning round with lightning speed,—this 
was altogether the biggest race I ever partici­ 
pated in; and when wo drew up at the station 
just a little ahoail of the train on the other 
side,we owned land in every county in the 
state, and after removing a large and varied 
collection'of cinders from our eyes we gazed 
upon the landscape with satisfaction and con­ 
tent. 
• Of course to Eastern eyes the Westers 
steamboats 
look 
very 
odd, 
as 
they 
poke 
their 
broad, 
flat 
noses 
upon 
the 
river bank. 
There is a crowding together 
of boilers aud smokestacks and running-gear 
that suggests the necessity of packing away 
the passenger like a sardine, and their general 
appearance seems to be so slight and ricketty 
that the taking apart and putting together at 
every sand bar must be a matter of little labor. 
They tie them fast to the rafts or logs, and 
run them whenever a heavy dew makes a pass­ 
age possible. 
They appear to stop for indefi­ 
nite periods, beatiug in this respect even tbe 
cars on western roads, which make most ab­ 
surd stops. 
From Chicago to St. Paul traius 
stop long enough at ordinary stations for 
young ladies to make a couple of fashion­ 
able calls, or even a dozen if they have the 
happiness of finding their friends not at 
home. 
It is quite easy to write a letter and 
post it while the train is stopping at even an 


unimportant station, while at a big place you 
could play a game of croquet. 
It would bo 
practicable to take a conple of hours off the 
time between Chicago and St. Paul without 
increasing the running speed. 
St. Paul has no special attractions and is 
neither particularly beautiful nor particularly 
homely. 
It has a novel bridge lo the opposite 
shore of the Mississippi, which makes the dis­ 
tance of seventeen hundred feet by a succes­ 
sion of spans, whose supports dimiuish iu 
freight toward the farther shore. 
By tho use 
crt the gigantic stops the roadway is made an 
’easy inclined plane. 
The position of the city 
is very commanding, it being upon a bluff a 
hundred feet above the levee, and is at the 
head of navigation for steamboats, ‘2041 miles 
from the Gulf. 
As St. Paul ¡3 not only the 
capital of the state but of the new northwest, 
one’s anticipations of its size become quite 
large as it is neared. 
It has some large 
establishments,a number of railways,and first- 
class hotels, in which at present a groat many 
Southerners are stopping, enjoying the Min­ 
nesota air, which is simply ilcliciqu*. 
But 
there isn’t near enough of St. Paul to satisfy 
our expectations. 
Still it is growing fast, 
and when its numerous railroads are fully in 
operation it will be a large city. 
It does a 
considerable business in Indian articles, which 
are made by tbe Chippewas and by the Sioux, 
the latter in Dakota Territory, sixty miles and 
more away. 
The dealers ask high prices, al­ 
though they get them at -cheap rates. 
For 
nearly everything five dollars is asked, except 
bows and arrows, medicine charms and birch- 
liark canoes. 
Pipes cost from five to fifteen 
dollars, while ahandsomo scalp, nicely tanned 
and arranged to hang gracefully from a lady’s 
bell can be bought for a half-eagle. 
As each 
has a good lot of coal black balr the price is 
lesstban that of a good switch. But Lo is go­ 
ing West, though he don’t appear to grow up 
with the country. 
Scarce twelve years have 
passed since the great massacre at Fort 
Ridgely sent a shiver into every Minnesota 
settler’s family and drove women and children 
into the large towns and set the men upon 
their guard. 
Little Crow and Little Six, two 
of the chiefs, with others of the tribes, were 
executed at Fort Snclling in 1862, since which 
time the settlers have had peace, and the 
Indian, like a chip upon a steady, resistless 
tide, is flung upon the far-away beach of Da­ 
kota, there to remain until the Yankee and 
Celt and Scandinavian and Teuton want a lit­ 
tle more elbow-room.

A RAILROAD TAX SUIT 


D ecision by J u d g e M cK ennan. 


P h ila d elph ia, August 21.—Judge McKou 
nan of the United States Circuit Court filed 
an opinion to-day in the case of the Reading 
Railroad vs. John B. Kinney, late Collector, 
deciding that under the provisions of the act 
of July 14th, 1870, a dividend declared on the 
30th of November of that, year and payable on 
tho 27th of December of the same year is not 
liable to tax by theUnited States; that the act 
is limited in Its operations to tho 1st of Au­ 
gust, 1870, and the new tax was not imposed 
upon Interest and dividends during tho re­ 
mainder of that year or until the year 1871. 
In other words, the interest and dividends de­ 
clared and payable during the last five months 
of 1870 are exempt from taxation. 
Tbe case 
was an action of trespass for alleged illegal 
seizure and detention of goods and chattels. 
Plaiutitt on the last day of November, 1870, 
declared a dividend of $1,570,580.61 on its 
capital stock as part of its earnings between 
July 1st, 1870, and November 30, 1870, and it 
was claimed that plaintiff was liable to the 
United States for the tax of 2J per cent.

Undoubtedly the fleetest steamer on tho 
Hudson River is the Mary l’oweil, but with all 
tho expensive and desirable improvements 
put upon her from time to time she has never 
yet been able, or rather never has beaten tho 
fast lime she made on Monday, August 24th, 
1863, or just tea years ago this month. 
Her 
time upon this occasion has never before been 
given to the public, aud would not have becu 
now had not Mr. Florence Donoghue, the ac­ 
commodating express agent who runs upon 
her between this city and New York, ferreted 
it out from the leaves of an old diary in his 
possession. 
The talk of several feats of speed 
this season set Mr. D. to work at his old diary, 
in which, being as he is a close observer of 
suck events, lie found what is acknowledged 
to be her best time. 
As before slated, on 
Monday August 24th, 1863, the Powell ran 
from opposite St. John’s Church, New York, 
which is about opposite to Canal street, to 
Piermont in fifty-nine minutes, to Caldwell’s 
in one hour and fifty minutes, and to Cozzeus, 
a distance of about fifty miles, in two hours 
and eight minutes.

A T o u g h Case. 
The good people who reside In Southern 
Momboccus have a lirst-class sensation in that 
country. 
A German, 
by name Augustus 
Eirnhorne, rented a farm of Mrs. Janette Hus- 
brouck and had occupied the place some time, 
living in the house on the premises. 
A couple ot weeks ago Mrs. Hasbrouck, 
claiming some part of the agreement had 
been broken, commenced landlord and tenant 
proceedings against him. 
The result was a 
judgm ent that she should have possession of 
the place. 
Two constables were then employ­ 
ed to dispossess Eirnhorne; these constables 
being fearful they would get worsted in the 
combat, employed two other men to 
help 
them. 
The four managed to throw Eirnhorne 
with his family and household goods on the 
street. 
Eirnhorne, acting under the advice of his 
attorneys, who claim the whole proceeding is 
illegal, stubbornly resisted, and though put 
out of the house, removed his goods aud 
chattels to an open shed, where he managed 
to live with his family. 
Our reporter passed 
the place a few days ago and saw the family 
under this shed. 
A lire had been built on the 
ground, and the wife was preparing the even­ 
ing meal. 
A small babe lay kicking on a 
bed that was spread in one corner, while the 
husband and a couple of children were seated 
on the ground near by. 
It certainly was 
rather a mournful sight and though the family 
m ayjnanagc to live in this well-ventilated 
habitation for a time, we fear when the cold 
weather comes it will be hard fur them to 
keep from freezing. 
The case wc understand 
has boon taken to a higher tribunal than a 
Justice's court for decision, w hen quite likely 
the tenant will lie reinstated. 
Actions have 
been commence I against the men wdio assist­ 
ed in ejecting Eirnhorne, and as the place be­ 
came pretty warm for these gentlemen they 
have decamped for sonic region w here their 
services will be better appreciated.

One day the family were absent, and “ Colo­ 
nel ” was unintentionally locked in the house. 
He recognized his opportunity, aud walking 
into the parlor he removed the big Bible from 
the table and began a studious perusal of that 
holy volume. 
Fearing lest he should read the 
same part more than once, he carefully lore 
out the leaves us he passed over them and ar­ 
ranged them in a heap on the floor. 
When 
the unsuspecting family returned they walked 
into the parlor, and then saw the canine com­ 
mentator engaged in his labor of love.

had dipped into Exodus, bui nothing more.— 
Tbc Old Testament wasn’t to his taste. 
But 
lie had been fascinated with the epistle of St. 
Paul. 
The letter to the Romans “ Colonel’’ 
had swallowed entire, thereby surpassing most 
other theologians, who never could get it 
down. 
The Gospel by St. John lie had also 
devoured. 
He liked its loving flavor. 
The 
Revelation was too lougli for him. 
He had 
disposed of two chapters, but had stuck on 
the beast with seven heads and the horns. 
When his admiring proprietor gently led him 
out of doors a piece of scripture hung to his 
eye teeth on which was printed the admoiiition, 
“ Beware of dogs.” Such a gorge of Gospel 
could have but one result on a dog: “ Colo­ 
nel” is dead now.

Creating, Increasing :.r i!crre»«ing fees, percent­ 
age or allow ance of public officers during t,«c term 
for which said officers are elected nr appoint­ 
ed. 
Granting to any corporation, association or in­ 
dividual the right to lay down railroad tracks. 
Granting to any private corporation, association 
u> Individual any exclu sive privilege, im m unity or 
franchise v. baierer. 
lT oyiding for 'builqjug bridges, and chartering 
com panies for sm-ti p urposes,-excep t on the Hud­ 
son river below W aterford, and on th e East river, 
or over the w aters form ing a part of the bounda­ 
ries of the state. 


Tho legislature shall pass general laws providing for 
the cases enum erated in this section,and for all oth­ 
er «ases which iu its Judgment may be provided for 
by general laws. 
But no law shall authorize the 
construction or operation of a street railroad e x ­

N o bill shall becom e a law after the final 
adjournm ent of the legislature unless approved by 
the governor w ithin thirty days after such adjourn­ 
m ent. If any bill presented to th e governor con­ 
tain several item s of appropriations of m oney, he 
may object to one or more o f such item s, w hile an- 
proving of tne other portion uc the bill. 
In such 
ease, lie shall append to the Dill, at the tim e of sign­ 
ing it, a statem ent of the Items to which he objects- 
and the appropriation so objected to shall not take 
eflcct. If tiie legislature i»e in session, he shail 
tran«m itto the house in which th e bill originated a 
copy of such statem en t, and (he item s objected to 
shall be separately reconsidered. 
If, on reconsid­ 
eration, one or mure of such item s be approved by 
two-thirds of the m em bers elected to each house, 
the sam e shall be part of the law, notw ithstanding 
the objections of the governor. 
AU the provisions 
of this section, in relation to bills not approved by 
the governor, shall apply m cases in w hich lie shail 
withhold hisapprovai from any item or item s con­ 
tained iu a bill appropriating m oney. 

That the fore­ 
going am endm ent be referred to th e legislature to 
be chosen at the n ext general election of s e n a t'--
